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DETAILED ACTION 
I. EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 
37 CFR 1.312.

2. Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Yoon S. Ham (Reg. No. 45,307) on September 8, 2006. 

3. The application has been amended as follows: 

4. Claim 3 , line 10, the word "luck" is changed to - lock -. 

5. Claim 3 , lines 15-16, are replaced by -(b3) wherein, if buffer locking belonging 
currently is WS (weak shared) and the requested locking is X (exclusive), the 
ownership authority needs to update -. 

6. Claim 3 , lines 20 and 26, the word "need" is changed to -needs-. 

7. Claim 4 , line 5, replace "(WX, X)" by -WX, X (weak exclusive, exclusive)-. 



II. REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

8. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

9. Per the instant office action, claims 1-4 are considered as allowable subject 
matter. 

1 0. As per claims 1 and 2 
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The primary reasons for allowance of claim 1 in the instant application is the 
combination with the inclusion in this claim of the limitation of a buffer allocation 
method supporting a consistency maintenance policy "based on a scheme mode to 
buffer lock mode matrix" defined within the claim language. 

Dependent claim 2 is allowable at least for the reasons recited above as including 
all of the limitations of the allowable independent base claim upon which it depends. 

11. As per claim 3 
The primary reasons for allowance of claim 3 in the instant application is the 

combination with the inclusion in this claim of the limitation of a method for processing a 
global locking request in a Database Management System wherein "determining 
whether the system is not compatible to a requested lock according to a buffer lock 
compatibility matrix" defined within the claim language. 

12. As per claim 4 
The primary reasons for allowance of claim 4 in the instant application is the 

combination with the inclusion in this claim of the limitation of a method of a global 
locking manager for processing a locking authority wherein "updating a currently 
owned buffer locking mode to satisfy a buffer locking mode requested by a remote 
system using a buffer lock revocation matrix" defined within the claim language. 

13. The prior art of record neither anticipates nor renders obvious the above-recited 
combinations.
